The machi: “e-gun sergeant at Doug- 
las who wants an ostrich for a mas 
cot and is willing to hatch it himself 
if somebody will provide him with an 
egg, does not know much about os- 
triches or the task in which ‘he pro- 
poses to enlist, in the opinion of the 
Arizona Republican.
